Our New Orleans Office advised on 2/19/67 that a 
Ncv Orleans newspaper carried an article on 2/19/67 quoting 
Ferrie as saying that the Garrison Investigation of the 
assassination in How Orleans la a "hig Joke,** Forri© reportedly 
told the Now Orleans newspaper that ho had been "pegged as the 
getaway pilot In an elaborate plot to kill President Kennedy* * 

Our New Orleans Office also reported that Ferric had contacted 
the Now Orleans Office end indicated ho planned to take civil 
action against those accusing him of being Involved In a plot 
to kill President Kennedy* 

OBSERVATIONS: 

As early as Docomber, 1966 « Hew Orleans advised 
Garrison was conducting some typo of an investigation regarding 
the assassination. Upon instructions, New Orlentrs has been 
following this through reliable and confidential sources. 

One source with whom we wore in contact advised Garrison did 
not want this information furnished to the FBI* 

He do not know what evidence Garrison possesses, if 
any, corroborating his claim that other Individuals besides 
Oswald wore Involved In the assassination of President Kennedy, 
Fa recognize Garrison Is politically ambitious and this may be 
an attempt by him to keep his name before the public. It is 
not known what part Uiguel Torres plays In Gari'lson's investi- 
gation. However, he may bo furnishing Infonnation of some type 
to Garrison in- exchange for a reduction in bis prison sentence* 

* In view Of Garrison*s background and political 
ambitions. It Is not felt we should lend any credonce to 
Garrison's investigation by Interviewing blm at this time*
